Earth is exactly the right distance from the Sun at around 160,000,000 km. Sunlight gives 
useable energy to organisms through photosynthesis. 


Earth has liquid water that exists on earth in all phases so that life on earth is made 
possible. 


The moon and the sun appear the same size because although the moon is 1/400" the 
size of the sun, it is also 400 times closer than the sun. 


The moon gives tides that help remove pollutants and cycle nutrients. If just a fraction of 
the moon’s tidal energy were conserved, it alone could provide the earth’s electrical 
needs. The moon also has phases (12 per year) 


The seasons are caused by earth’s tilt on a 23.5° axis towards or away from the sun.

Earth has a protective magnetic field that shields it from harmful solar and cosmic 
radiation. 


The Thermosphere is the hottest part of the layers of earth’s atmosphere. It is the part 
of the atmosphere that absorbs the dangerous UV radiation from the sun to protect 
organisms on earth. It is also where the Aurora lights are seen over the earth. This layer 
makes radio waves bounce off the ground to make it transmit farther over the earth. 


The Mesosphere is 37 km thick and protects earth by burning up the daily 40 tons of 
meteors in the atmosphere before they ever reach the ground each day. It also contains 
a 5 km thick sodium layer that causes a faint glow to the atmosphere. 


The Earth contains rocks and soils that support plant growth, purify water, give a habitat 
for soil organisms and recycle nutrients and organic wastes. 


The Soil layers acts as a filter, blocking particulate matter allowing filtered freshwater to 
return to the water table.

Amazing Properties of Water 
1. Ice is less dense than water 
2. Water has a very high melting and boiling point compared to other similar molecules 


3. It is called the ‘universal solvent’ because it is capable of dissolving so many 
substances. 


4. Water has a high specific heat capacity allowing places around water to be warmer in 
winter and cooler in summer. 


5. Water has capillary action allowing water to travel from the roots to the leaves of 
trees easily.

Facts about the Water Table 


= The Water table is formed when rainwater and water from the other water bodies on 
the surface of the Earth seeps down into the soil and is stored as groundwater. This 
passing down of water through the soil is known as infiltration. 


= However, of all of the usable freshwater in the world, approximately 97 percent of it is 
groundwater. Groundwater may be near the Earth's surface or as deep as 30,000 feet. 


= The depth to the water table can change (rise or fall) depending on the time of year. 
During the late winter and spring when accumulated snow starts to melt and spring 
rainfall is plentiful, water on the surface infiltrates into the ground and the water table 
rises. 


= Jn dryer parts of the world where drinkable surface water is not available, people have 
survived on groundwater by making wells for thousands of years.

Mutualism Examples Description 

Ravens and wolves Ravens guide the wolf to a carcass. In return, the raven gets food from the 
wolf’s effort of splitting the carcass open. 

Giant tarantulas and tiny The small frogs protect the tarantula’s eggs in exchange for a safe environment 

frogs away from potential predators. 


Sloths and Algae The green fur helps the sloth in camouflaging, while the algae get a place to grow. 


Hornbill and Mongoose Hornbill offers security system and mongoose offers food from kills. 


Sea Anemone and Clownfish The sea anemone provides a home to the clownfish and the clownfish emits a 
high pitched sound which deters the butterfly fish which preys on the anemone.
